Bethany (PNS) — Following a! 
lingering illness, Eli Edgar Staples, 
aged 86 years, of Bethany, passed 
away in Civic Hospital, Peterbor- 
ough on Monday, July 28th, 1958. 
A school teacher for 54 years, Mr. 
Staples will be greatly missed by a 
host of friends. 

A son of the late Joseph Staples 
and his wife the former Eliza Anne 
Futton, he is the last member of 
this well known family. He was 
born north of Bethany village on 
| the Staples’ homestead, 

He attended the Fleetwood school, 
following which he went to the 
‘Lindsay Collegiate, For several terms 
he taught with just his high school 
certificate beginning his career at 
Yelverton school in 1893. His next 
school was at Hartley Then he 
went back to Collegiate for what he 
termed a “junior leaving certificate” 
and with this | e taught at Fleetwood 
public school, 

Determined to get his perman- 
ent certificate he enrolled February 
1, 1900 at the Norma! School in Lon- 
don, Ont., the first term the school 
was opened. After graduation he 
taught in the public school at Bays- 
| ville in ‘he Muskoka district and in | 
Blandford Township. Then he moved 
to Bright as principal of a two- 
roomed school where he stayed for 
eight years. His next move was to 
Stratford, where he taught in 
Stratford Central Business College 
for three years. Following that he 
served as assistant Principal of the 
Model School in that same city. 

In 1918 he sought a change of work 
and purchased a small farm, »ut | 
became dissatisfied and returned to| 
teaching again. He spent two years 
at Enniskillen, three at Burketon, 
seven at Haydon and five at 
Hampton. This was supposed to 
| finish his teaching career and he 
again returned tu a farm west of 
Bethany. However, in 1947 there was 
need of a supply teacher at nearby 
Yelverton and he taught there for 
six months, beginning and ending 
his 54 years as a teacher in the 
same school. 

A talented musician and real lov- 
| er of music, Mr. Staples was one of 
| the first to introduce music to the | 
| cutriculum of rural schools in Dur- | 
ham County. While in Stratford he 
was a member of the Central Metho- 
dist church choir. At Enniskillen, 
he was choirmaster in the United 
Church fas several years. 

Since retiring to live in Bethany 
| he had been a member of the Unit- 
ed Church. His latest hobby was 
writing up the history of the Sta-| 
ples Clan and arranging a {amily 
tree. The reunion of the clan which 
was being held in early August in 
Peterborough was a project which 
he had worked for and looked for- 
ward to for some time. 

Mr. Staples was married twice} 
His first wife, Jennie Grandy Cham- | 
bers! passed away in 1949 and his | 
second wife, Annie Fee Lindsay, | 
in March 1954.

Sweden is the largest but amongst 
the narrowest of the countries in 
Europe. From the southern tip to 
the borders of Norway and Finland 
is nearly 1,000 miles, whilst the 
widest distance is only about 300 
miles. The country’s total area is 
roughly 173,000 square miles, about 
twice that of England, Scotland and 
Wales. Sweden's northern land- 


scape is typified mainly by undulat- | 


ing forests cut by large rivers, and 
the southern part, through which we 
passed on our way to Stockholm is 
@ gressy plain. 

In Sweden, as in Britain, the King 
hes executive authority in theory, 
but in practice this devolves on the 


Cabinet (led by the Prime Minister) | 


which must have constant parlia- 
mentary support. The Risdag (Par- 
liament) consists of two Houses. 
Members of the Upper House are 


chosen by the popularly elected pro- | 
vincial assemblies and city councils | 
and serve eight years. Members of | 


the Lower Chamber which is more 
influential are elected by direct vote 
(given to all over 21 years) every 
four years. Proportional represent- 
ation is used throughout. The Social 
Democrats at present form a maj- 
ority, but the other parties together 
@re more or less equal to them in 
number. These are Conservatives, 
Farmers Union and Liberals, all a- 
bout equal and the Communists, now 
fairly weak 

The majority of Sweden's 7 mill- 
fon people live in the southern tip 
and the large cities in central Swed- 
en. Stockholm, the capitol, has a 
population of about 800,000, but only 
two others, Goteborg and Malmo 
have over 100,000 while all the rest, 
except Norrkoping and Holsingborg

AGAINST CONFORMISM 

Some of the most challenging observations we 
have read in a long time have been attributed to Very 
Rey. Philip E. Dobson, S.J., president of Canisius Col- 
lege, Buffalo. if 

While it would be possible to comment at length 
of the reverend educationist’s views, it is likely that 
they will stimulate most thought by simply reproducing 
the following extracts from his address: 

“Colleges need money and a great deal of it, so that 
our staffs won’t be drained off and our facilities will 
be kept up to date. But more important than material 
resources’ is the spirit we build in our students. We 
have a vital task to swing them away from a lack lust- 
er, spineless way of life. 

“The high percentage of conformism—the tend- 
ency to try to be like everyone else—in our citizens is 
deplorable. 

Arousing Least Criticism. ‘ 

“In too many institutions, people are afraid of crit- 
icism. This attitude is as prévalent in business as in 
education. 

“Committees make decisions not on the basis of 
what will be the best way of doing things, but on the 
basis of what will please the most people and arouse 
the least criticism.” 

Too many Americans, Father Dobson charged, 
“Jack basic, virile convictions. If we are a people of 
principle, we will glory in the battle of our convictions. 
It is healthy to disagree. It clears the issue. | 

“Our mission,” he challenged, “is to teach students 
that the most important thing is not to seek popularity, 
but to seek the truth. We also must instill in them a 
spirit of buoyant optimism. rather than a fear of making 
mistakes.

The secret of success in agricult- 
ure, as in every other industry, lies 
in producing the things that people 
want, and ab prides they are able to 
pay. 

The key to this secret, the means 
by which the farmers can learn 
what crops are wanted, and what 
prices they might expect for them, 
is the open market. There Is no 
other agency through which they 
can gel this vital Information, 

To deprive the farmers of this 
key, is to do them a great injust- 
ice, for if will condemn them to 
work in the dark without knowledge 
of what products are needed or of 
whal they are likely to be worth 
when produced 

It follows, therefore, that the 
first essential of » sound agricultur- 
al industry is an open market in 
which the farmer can learn and get 
the true value of his products, 

There are two kinds of value rec- 
ogonized in the world, value-in-use 
and vyalue-in-exciange. To a man 
‘with no other source of water supply 
a well in the desert is worth every- 
thing he has in the world. That is 
its value-in-use, to.the man who 
can use it. But its value-in-use 
exchange is only what it might be 
w rth to someone else. No matter 
how much it cost him to dig that 
well he can gel no more for it than 
someone else will pay. 

All things that are bought 

and sold on th. market are 
bought or sold for their value- 
in-exchange, regardless of what 
il cost to produce them. 
In asking for prices based on 
their costs of production, the farm- 
ers are forgetting this basic fact, 
that the value of their products can 
never be more than they are worth 
to the people who buy them, 


The farm organizations are mak- 


Ay, 


ing a grave mistake in urging farm- 
ers to demand prices based on any 
other grounds, 

They are making another mistake | 
in urging the abolition of the open 
market and the selling of their pro- 
ducts through monopolistic, farmer 
controlled orginizations, at» prices 
of thelr own setting, and without 
regard for the value-in-exchange, of 
those products, 

All the unsaleable surpluses of 
farm products \hich are clogging 
the markets of the world today are 
due lo altempts to set the prices of 
such products im the interests of the 
producers only, and without regard 
for thgir value to the consumer, 
who are expected to buy them, 

Governments are making a 
grave mistake, and are render- 
ing a disservice lo agrioulture in 
veceding to the demands of the 
farm organizations for arbitrary 
prices and restricted marketing 
facilities. 

The real problem of agriculture 
toaay is costs, not prices, For years 
farm operating costs have been ris- 
ing when they should have been 
falling. They have been rising be- 
cause of the excessive demands of 
the labor unions and the reckless 
spending of govern ents. 

Governments have openly encour- 
aged the unions’ demands for wage 
increases, and have consistently ex- 
erted pressure on employers to yield 
always a little more Lo the union de- 
mands. They have gone so far as 
to firther inflate the currency by 
putting more money into circula- 
tion with which 10 pay the \wage in- 
creases. 

Now the Government is undertak- 
ing to compensete the farmers for 
their increased costs by arbitrarily 
supporting the prices of farm pro- 
ducts at uneconomic levels, and at

Hlimination of railway level ‘crossings has been 
under way for some time. In the opinion of many this 
process of eliminating grade crossings and/or installing 
protective signals is going all too slowly. 

But so eminent an authority as Donald R. Gordon 
ventures to assert that protected crossings are the 
scene of as many (or more) traffic accidents as those 
with signals. 

This is a moot point. Bui figures can be used to 
prove anything, and in this instance the percentage of 
accidents at the two types of crossing should not be 
a deciding factor in the program to protect and eventu- 
ally eliminate all level crossings. 

In today’s traffic conditions, there should be no 
level crossings. Obviously the job of eliminating 
them will be long and costly. But in the interval the 
driving public must be given all the protection possi- 
ble. No level crossings should be without protective 
signals of some-kind, giving the driver ample warn- 
ing of the approach of a train. 

When this has been-done, the public will have been 
given the protection to which it is entitled. Then, if 
there are drivers who disregard signals, whether or not 
accidents happen, the onus is on them, and they can be 
fined. The unprotected crossing leaves too much to 
chance. Crossing signals give everybody, train crews 
and drivers, the utmost possible protection against 
accident. The Trentonian.

WITHOUT PRESUMING TO ADVISE 

It would appear as though the Lindsay Chamber 
of Commerce has got to do something to recoup losses 
suffered over the Civic Holiday weekend, if losses have 
been sustained, and it is reported that such is the case. 

We are told that the C. of C. is going ahead with 
plans for that part of its original weekend program 
which was violently opposed in some quarters, and 
frankly we fear for the welfare of the organization if 
it persists, 

Without presuming to advise, it might be suggested 
that if it is true that a loss has been sustained because 
of reverses in one line of endeavour, it would appear 
prudent to try and recoup them in another, rather 
than pouring good money after bad. Members of the 
Chamber of Commerce are generally conceded to be 
good businessmen and businessmen have a reputation 
of trying to “make up on the bananas what they lost on 
the bullfinches”, or some such item.

PEACE OFFICERS.... 

A week ago Friday night we enjoyed a brief conver- 
sation with Mr. Percy Mark, a former Lindsay police 
officer and one time Chief of Police at Crystal Beach, 
Oniario. Mr. Mark is a man who has lived among and 
taken an interest in people of all types during his active 
career. As might be expected, the conversation event- 
ually got around to the subject of police protection and 
it soon became apparent that he had some very interest- 
ing views on the subject, based on his first-hand ex- 
perience.

NO SACRED COW

The 22nd annual meno of the CBC shows that the 
corporation earned $28,401,514 in advertising revenues 
jast year. That is a high total, but it was much more 
than a third of the corporation's $75.5 million expenses. 
Other revenues included $24.3 
and $16.8 million from taxes on radio and TV sets. 

Noteworthy is the fact that last.year CBC’s operat- 
ing expenses increased by $11.8 million. Nor is there 
any prospect that this rate of increase will abate in the 
foreseable future. If Canadians want the radio and 
television services that the government is providing, 
this growing expense can be justified. But do Cana- 
dians want, or need, or even make use of, all that is 
being provided? An important opinion on this point 
is voiced in the Edmonton Journal by Charles A. Bow- 
man, the only survivor of the Aird Royal Commisién, 
which originally recommended that the Canadian goy- 
ernment should run broadcasting stations and net- 
works, 

“In recent years,” says Mr. Bowman in part, ‘the 
Canadian broadcasting system has become overextend- 
ed; particularly since CBC embarked on the television 
tide with the Canadian taxpayers paying the piper.’ He 
goes on to suggest that “it is no longer necessary for 
the CBC to maintain a coast-to-coast network for 18 
hours a day. The CBC's daily contribution need be no 
more than three or four national newcasts, special ey- 
ents when they occur, and other broadcasting in the 
interests of the Canadina listeners. For this daily ser- 
vice, however, the Canadian public could be reached 
without maintaining a national network. Private sta- 
tions could effectively provide the coverage, under con- 
tract, at much less cost. They have the majority of list- 
eners in any case, and they could be supplied with most 
of the CBC programs in advance, recorded.” 

And Mr. Bowman makes this point: ‘It is no more 
necessary to have CBC radio and television than it is 
to have publicly-owned moving picture theatres for the 
National Film Board.” 

It is not an unsound opinion. The CBC provides 
many worthwhile services that should be maintained. 
But the corporation need not be regarded as a sacred 
cow. If some of its functions might be carried out more 
effectively by employing private stations, that possib- 
ility should be explored by the government committee 
that will shortly review the CBC’s present operations.

KITCHEN CHEMISTRY 


Ithaca, N.Y —(UPI)—A full course 
meal on the family dinner table 
may have as many as 500 chemical 
additives in it to build its quality 
or nutritive value, says a food expert 

Prof. D B. Hand, head of the De- 
partment of Food Science and Tech 
nology al the New York State Ag- 
riculture Experiment Station at 
Geneva, says federal regulations 
make sure that these additives are 
in Uhe best interests of consumers. 

Hand told a meeting of the State 
Nutrition Institute at Cornell Uni- 
versity that some chemical additives 
may be used until ‘they 
shown harmful, but “the more 
advanced food companies have gone 
to great lengths to establish harm- 
lessness before use.” 

The professor said an expanded 
research program is needed to devel- 
op safer and simpler testing meth- 
ods.

WOMAN WHO DREADS HER 
HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 


J. Steincrohn, M.D.,

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I am writ- 


ing to try to figure out what ts 
the matter and what I can do 
about it. IT am a 59-year-old 
woman with a blood pressure 
around 180-200 and weigh 150 
| pounds. 


For years I have had ‘spells of 
dizziness and at times severe ner- 
vousness and shaking of the hands, 
At times I get frightened because 
of a fast, hard, heart-beat and feel 
& weakness in my legs. I am often 
afraid to be alone. I am fearful 
that these spells are strokes and 
therefore I go out rarely. My doc- 
tor says it’s nerves, I have taken 
phenobarbital for years which helps 
quiet me down. It's a stroke I’m 
really afraid of. 

My family doesn’t understand 
me and tell me to “forget it”— 
as if I can tur it off as easily 
as that! These are horrible feel- 
jugs I go through and they are 
very real to me, I turn white 
around the mouth, get a heaviness 
in my legs and become achy all 
over, Also I have been told that 
I am on the borderline of coron- 
ary disease. 

I go to a doctor rarely. 
don't seem to help me, 

But I love life in spite of all 
my fears and uncomfortable feel- 
ings. This has been golng on since 
I was 29 at which time I had 
either a nervous breakdown or a 
stroke. The doctor doesn’t say so, 
but considering how I've suffered 
since, I'm Inclined to believe that 
it was a stroke.

ANSWER: Based on your story 
alone, my guess would be that you 
have never had a stroke—and are 
not necessarily headed for one now. 
In my experience, women some- 
how (when they are over 40) seem 
lo be able to live with pressures 
of 200 and over without too much 
difficulty. I am not underestimating 
the importance of hypertension 
when I say this. Nevertheless, I 
think you ought to know that 
every one with a pressure like 
yours is not necessarily a likely 
canditdate for stroke. 

There are some people so coh- 
stituted that they go through most 
of their lives in abnormal fear 
Their health becomes an obses- 
sion with them. I suppose you could 
call them hypdchondriacs. But I 
dislike this term because of its 
connotations. Most people— those 
fortunate in not being nervous— 
waste little sympathy and under- 
standing on hypochondriacs. I 
guess it's because they have no 
idea how much these people suf- 
fer. Otherwise, I am sure they 
would be more patient with them. 
(This applies to members of their 
own family, too.)

They become very 
unthrifty and eventually die. 

In transmissable gastroenteritis, 
the pigs become acutely sick and 
die quickly, usually in the first 
few weeks of life. 

Veterinary authorities are unaole 
to recommend any preventative 
measures other than proper sani- 
tary practices to avoid the spread~ 
ing of the disease in a herd.

On Friday, the Bank of Mon- 
treal's Lindsay branch wil] mark 
its 100th anniversary, according to 
Morgan Smith, the manager of 
the office. It is the oldest of the 
present Lindsay banks. 

The B of M’s 100-year history 
in Lindsay goes back to August 22, 
1858, when Hartley Dunsford, 
district registrar of land titles for 
Lindsay was appointed agent by 
the bank. 

Mr. Dunsford had been soliciting 
deposits for the bank's Toronto 
branch for some tinfe, in addition 
lo his work as registvar, and he 
continued to operate his new dual 
business in a single upstairs room 


at the northeast corner of Wil- 
liam and Glenelg streets. 
A few years later, the bank 


moved te a private house just south 
of the present premises. In 1878, 
the B of M transferred its buisi- 
ness to the long-famillar building 
on William street, 

In 1858, when the B of M was 
established, Lindsay counted a pop- 
ulation of only 1,200, employed 
mainly in the Lumber industry,/

In my neighbourhood there 
is only one farmer, the others work 
as carpenters, truck drivers, etc. 
and their farms are either deserted 
or used as resorts There were form- 
erly many farms in my neighbor- 
hood. 

I asked an intelligent farmer why 
he uses his land, not for cultivating 
oats but for grazing his horses. He 


answered: “It does s.0t pay .. . It 
is cheaper to buy the oats from the 
West with its big farms... “t Is 
more advantageous to ranch.” 

You cannot blame the farmers, nor 
the ex-farmers, eking out a living 
as carpenters, etc. The Diefenbaker 
government is allegedly Conserva- 
tive. Many farmers may have vot- 
ed Conservative, it being by cust- 
om the party farmers vote for. But 
little is heard of what the Diefen- 
baker government has done for the 
farmers.

From 1890 to 1921, Sir Clifford Sifton (1861-1929) was one of Canada's most 
influential public men. The background of the Sifton family ts Ireland (County 
Tipperary) and Western Ontario (1819). Sir Clifford was born near London, 
Ontario; was educated at London and at Victoria University, articled for law and 
admitted to the Manitoba bar in 1882. He began practising law at Brandon, 

si Manitoba. He entered polities in 1888, as member for Brandon in the legislature 
became a federal member and minister in 1896; resigned from the , Laurier 
government in 1905 and did not seek re-election in 1911. He was Altorney- 
General for Manitoba from 1891-96 and federal Minister of the Interior from

Before the turn of the century, Sir Clifford acquired the Winnipeg Free Preas 
and it waS under his aegis that John Dafoe built his reputation as a famous 
editor.

AFTER HARVEST CULTIVATION | 
ASSISTS RAGWEED CONTROL 
The air-borne pollen of plants} 
causes a great deal of suffering | 
each summer to nearly 100,000 hay 
fever victims in Bastern Canada, 
with common ragweed, sometimes | 
know as short ragweed, hogweed, 
bitterweed or roman wormyood, be- 
ing one of the chief offenders, ac- 
cording to the Field Crops Branch 
of the Ontario Department of Ag- 
riculture. 
Ragweed is an nanual with a much 
branched and slightly hairy stew 
which grows from one to three 
feet high, with leaves that are 
very finely divided, giving the 
plant a ragged appearance. The/ 
flowers are yellowish, on long slen- 
der spikes at the ends of the 
branches; a single plant being | 
able to produce as many as 5,000 
seeds. : 
Although an annual, Ragweed is} 
difficult to kill because it often 
produces seeds late in the year af- 
ter cultivation, mowing and spray- 
ing have ceased. It also produces 
seeds low down on the plant where| 
they may be missed by the mower 
and so care should be taken to 
formation on second 
growth plants.

Ragweed may also be controlled 
by after-harvest cultivation. Stub- 
ble land should be given repeated 
cultivation at intervals unti] late 
fall. Hoed crops also help control} 
it if preceded by thorough fall | 
and spring cultivation. 

Ragweed is quite susceptible to 
2,4-D and may be controlled by 6) 
to 8 oz. of 2,4-D acid per acre. 
New plants spring up throughout 
the entire growing season, however, 
making several applications- at in-| 
tervals - necessary to preyent all 
the plants from forming seed 


Fortunately for the many vic- 
tims of hay fever, ragweed is not 
prevalent {n most parts of North- 
ern Ontario. Where it is possible 
fo do so, hay fever victims might 
be advised to arrange for holidays 
commencing about mid-August 
when most sections of northern On- 
tarlo should afford them the relief 
they are seeking. 4

emergency fall pastures if land 
can be properly prepared and we 
get sufficient moisture for a reas- 
onably good germination, states 
the latest news release from the 
office of Agriculture Representative 
LeRoy Brown, the report goes. 


One of the most common supple- 
mentary fall pastures is a mixture 
of oats and fall rye. This mixture 
should be seeded, if possible, dur- 
ing the ‘first two weeks of August 
so that the oats will come on 
quickly to supply early fall pas- 
ture, leaving the rye to furnish 
the late fall pasture and early 
growth next spring, In this parti- 
cular combination, the oats should 
be seeded at one bushel per acre 
and fall rye at 1'2 bushels per 
acre in mixture. 


Fall rye seeded at the rate of 
two bushels per acre before the 
middle of August will also furnish 
good pasture for this Fall and 


next spring. It provides a good 
early spring growth and allows 
the regular pasture to get well 


started before it has to be used. 
If the rye is not grazed too severe- 
ly next spring it can be left for 
grain or it can be plowed down 
and the land seeded to some late 
spring crop. In some cases, these 
fields of rye are allowed to grow 
to almost maximum height and 
then put into the silo with a for- 
age harvester for summer stable 
In Eastern Ontario the 
practice is plowing down

He minimized the night pat- 
rols which such breaks could neces- 
Sitate in the area's desperaie 
tempt to restore service as qui 
as possibly but notéd that it in- 
creased tne mazard of the work 10 
an undesirable degree. 

Area Manager M. D. Yearwood 
has se? down on paper facts relat- 
ing to the interruptions brougnat 
about by shooting up insulators 
and here axe some of the points 
he makes: 

“Insulators, either badly damaged 
or completely destroyed by .22 cali- 
bre rifles in the hands of thought- 
less youth have twice in the past 
two weeks caused frustrating inter- 
ruptions electrical service 
throughout the whole farming, resi- 
dential and large tourist area, serv- 
ed from the Fenelon Falls station 
of the Ontario Hydro. = 

“These interruptions have been 
lengthy, extremely “inconvenient to 
thousands of people and highly cost- 
ly to.all those dependent upon elec- 
tricity for the uper tion of their 
farms and businesses plus the many 
losses through lack of refrigeration. 
The cost of repairs and restoring 
service Is a likewise needless waste 
of your money 

“Surely the youths involved, or 
any others who might be tempted 
in the future, can quickly realize the 
absolute foolhardiness of such ac- 
tions if parents, the newspapers and 
radio adequately draw this matter 
to everyone's attention 

“Ontario liydro is a Utility which 
belongs to each one of us. Sense- 
less destruction of the equipment so 
vital to serving our community 
should be as foreign to our thinking 
as destroying material on our own 
property. Likewise we should be 
prepared to protect it by example, 
by instruction and by reporting the 
failures of others when necessary. 

“Your whole hearted cooperation 
in eliminating such unnecessary 
waste in so vital a service would be 
gratefully appreciated.”

A layoff at the Oshawa plant ol 
General Motors is reported to be 
a major contributing factor in the 
number of unemployed men regis- 
tered in this area at the moment 
This situation is expected to rem- 
edy itself shortly. 

Statistically speaking the Lind- 
Say area unemployment picture to- 
day is as follows: unemployed men 
421 (a year ago today 252), ‘in- 
employed women 162 (a year ago 
150). 


National Employment Service 
Manager H. C. Brown notes in 
his latest review of employment 
matters in this area that “It 
should be pointed out that these 
figures for men at present in- 
clude some 260 men off at Gen- 
eral Motors for a period and will 
be returning to work shortly it is 
believed. 

“Thus is appears that there are 
fewer men unemployed this year 
at the middle of August then 
there were one year ago. A few 
more women however are unem- 
ployed than a year ago.

“Most industry, continued wr, 


Brown, “is operating fairly strongly 
in the area. Construction oppor- 
tunities have improved consider- 


ably during the past month though 
leaving something to be desired 
Aside from one major building jub 
in the area nothing aside from 
domestic housing construction is 
going on. While considerable buiid- 
ing is noted in the latter field it 
is less than for several years here- 
tofore. 


“Summer employment possibilities 
are fewer this year than last. The 
early inclement weather prevail- 
ing no doubt has contributed to 
this but certainly the fine weather 
of the past few weeks has helped 
promote work opportunities con- 
siderably. 


“Only a limited demand for farm 
help has been noted this season 
so far. Help for haying was :n 
small demand. This no doubt was 
to a large extent attributable to a 
limited crop.

THERE'S METHOD IN THIS WORK 


A casual look at the municipal dumping grounds 
beyond the northern limits of the town might convey 
the impression that the person who looks after it works 
amid a heap of rubble which has no semblance of ord- 


er. 


A closer look would reveal that such is not the 


case and the man who looks after the dump is system- 


atically working toward a 


goal, admittedly with some 


handicaps ... There is method in this work and if 
there wasn’t the municipal dump wouldn’t Jast very 
long . .. . all the ground would be covered and there 


would be no place to dispose of the refuse. 


The method 


lies in the manner of banking and filling so that ayail- 
able space is put to the best possible use and the land is” 


not wasted. 


The caretaker of the municipal dump, in common 
with people in jobs everywhere, has a few problems 
which crop up with renewed vigour from time to time, 
There is the need for adequate fencing around the 
property with an admission gate, two additions to the 
grounds which (a) would make it less difficult to stop 


roadside dumping of litter 


before the dump proper is 


reached and (b) coutrol access to the dump so that hit- 
and-miss unloading of waste materials would not be so 


apt to occur.

Editorial Sparkst Or ietae 
HOW? 


The past week saw three fatal accidents recorded 
in the Lindsay district much to the concern of resi- 
dents in the area where the tragedies occurred. In 
addition to the three people who died in the accidents, 
several others were injured “physically and probably 
scarred mentally, possibly to the extent that motoring 
will be a fearful thing for these people for some time 
to come. 

It is natural that people want to know how these 
terrible events came to pass since those who value 
their lives wish to avoid the pitfalls which led to the 
loss of the lives of others. This is all very well as far as 
it goes but there is a more vital question which is des- 
perately in need of an answer: “How can we get 
through to those people who do not seem to be get- 
ting the safety messages being beamed at the motoring 
public from many directions?” 

We do not know the answer to the question but 


it is suggested here that “word of mouth” and “example” 


methods are helpful in promoting greater awareness 
of the need for driving care. If enough people (par- 
ents, guardians and teachers especially) talk and ex- 
emplify safe driving practices, the contribution they 
make to highway safety may surpass their highest ex- 
pectations. : 

In addition to any or all of the various means 
we use to promote traffic safety, it is imperative that 
our traffic laws be constantly adjusted to make it pos- 
sible for the authorities to deal adequately with those 
whose driving habits tend to endanger themselves or 
others.

POOR HEADLIGHTS TOO COMMON 

Despite all safety checks and efforts of traffic 
safety organizations, many drivers are still operating 
vehicles with improperly adjusted headlights. 

It is not at all uncommon to see a vehicle approach- 
ing with one dim and one bright headlight. Nor is it 
a rare occurrence to see yehicles dim their lights on ap- 

~ proaching, only to have one go out altogether. 

Many drivers have unnecessarily brilliant lights 
which are focussed so high that they are a menace to 
approaching vehicles. And others are so dim that the 
driver must have difficulty seeing the road. 

This is contrary to the Highway Traffic Act, which 
sets up requirements for safe lights. 

Byery driver of a motor vehicle should see to it, 
-for his own safety, and that of others using the roads, 
that three basic factors in his vehicle are working 
properly. These are brakes, windshield wipers, and 
head lights. Safe driving requires that all three be 
kept in top operating condition. —The Trentonian. 


COURTS AND THE PRESS 

The right of Canadian newspapers to print the de- 
tails of preliminary court hearings is soon to be review- 
ed by Justice Minister Fulton, officials of his depart- 
ment and a parliamentary committee, 

The ‘decision to hold this study follows the report 
of a British legal committee, headed by Lord Tucker, 
which has recommended against newspapers reporting 
preliminary hearings, In Canada, provincial deputy 
attorneys-general have united in urging Ottawa to 
prohibit the publication of written statements, such as 
confessions, that are submitted to preliminary hearings. 

Now, a preliminary is not a regular trial. It is 
merely a hearing before a magistrate to determine 
whether the crown has’enough evidence against the 
accused to warrant trial in a higher court. If not, he 
goes free. To establish a case, the police generally 
give evidence in detail. The defence rarely does so. 
After an accused has pleaded not guilty, his lawyer is 
usually content to probe for weak spots in the crown’s 
case — unless he can shatter it with his own witness- 
es—and to reserve his defence for the regular trial, 
his client’s rightful day in court. 

Ii the hearing seems one-sided in the courtroom, 
any accurate newspaper account of it is apt to look the 
same outside. Some members of the Canadian bar 
and the judiciary maintain, as the Tucker committee 
has in Britain, that this tends to prejudice the minds 
of newspaper readers, making it difficult if not impossi- 
ble at an eventual trial to find jurors with no precon- 
ceived ideas on the case. ' 

There are others who hold that banning detailed 
newspaper reports of preliminaries would be danger- 
ous. They argue that the bright light of publicity 
helps prevent miscarriages of justice, that newspapers 
can draw public attention to the fact that one man has 
been committed for trial on flimsy evidence or that 
strongly substantiated charges against another have 
been thrown out. 

Since this matter will sodn be reviewed in Canada 
The Star will withhold comment at this time, except 
to make one point. Freedom of the press is not the 
issue here. The issue is’ responsibility of the press. 
The publication of a newspaper carries with it many 
serious responsibilities, among them the duty of up- 
holding justice. Though no newspaper should re- 
main silent while justice is perverted or sloppily admin- 
istered, neither should it ever be a party, however un- 
wittingly, to injustice. If it appears from the forth- 
coming study that the reporting of evidence at prelim- 
inary hearings in any way interfers with the sacred 
right of every accused person to have a fair trial; Cana- 
ian newspapers should feel duty-bound to halt the 
practice immediately. Toronto Star. 


PUBLIC OPINION AND LABOUR DISPUTES 

The Vancouver ‘Board of Trade has completed a 
survey, the objective of which was to ascertain the 
attitude of the general public towards trade unions 
and the policies of Labour leaders. Questionaires were 
sent oul last March to what is claimed to represent 
sixty per cent of the adult population of British Colum- 
bia, excluding native Indians, and the time chosen for 
conducting the survey was particularly appropriate in

the light of the labour troubles with which the Pacific 
Coast province has been beset since the latter part of 
Jast year. 

The survey broke down the answers between men 
and women and also gave the average. Of the total 
number interviewed, 262 worked with their hands, 
166 were clerical workers or sales people, 79 were re- 
tired, 405 are or were employed, 87 are or were self- 
employed. In 196 cases one or more persons of the 
household belonged to a labour union; in 289 cases no 
one in the household belonged to a union. 

The general conclusion to be reached from the 
findings of the survey is that organized Jabour in Brit- 
ish Columbia is being unwisely led; that unions are 
too strong, ask too much, and that most strikes are not 
justified, {t was also the contention of the majority 
interviewed that labour union leaders put self-interest 
ahead of the membership. It was the majority opinion 
that strikes should not be outlawed and that teachers 
and civil servants_should have the right to negotiate 
wages and working conditions. 

Women interviewed indicated a much tougher at- 
titude towards unions than their male counterparts. 
Where males displayed an anti-labour attitude, the 
women were more emphatic. 

All this, detailed in a dispatch to The Financial 
Times from Vancouver, is very interesting, but just 
what can be expected to accrue from the results of the 
survey is not quite clear. The public, and its attitude 
towards trade union policy and towards specific strike 
actions, has never yet had any material effect on the 
solution of labour disputes. Much has been heard, on 
occasion, about the intervention of women in labour dis- 
putes, but we have yet to obtain any evidence that such 


intervention has shortened a strike or had any effect

IRRIGATION OF TOLACCO 
INCREASING IN ONTARIO 

Irrigation of flue-cured tobacco 
has fiucreased greetly during the 
past few years according to Milton, 
Watson, Tebacco Fieldman, Ont- 
ario Department of Agriculture. Ap- 
proximately 65 per cent to 70 per 
cent of this years crop wil. be ir- 
rigated if the werther is dry. Bas- 
ing the water requirement on three 
Irrigatiors, approximately five bil- 
lion gallons wii! be used; enough to 
supp-y a city the size of Hamilton 
for neariy six months, 

Irrigating is dine chiefly during 
July and August when the plants 
are growing rapidly and tempera- 
tures are Normally high. A ick of 
moisture during early July can be 
especially harmful. 

The amount of water applied var- | 
jes with the type of soil; textured 
solls requiring less thar heavy soils 
The range early in July from 2-3 to 
4-5 inch ard later, after topping, 
f.om one inch to 1's inches oepend- 
ing upon tho soil tex)ure. 

Light soils do not require as much 
water per irrigation xs du heavy 
soils, the water penetrating to a 
greater depth in light soil, and if 
too much is applied at one time it 
will ’o down below the root zone of 
the pant, possibly taking some of 
the plant food with it, Light solls, 
however, require more frequent ir- 
rigetion oecause of this inability to 
retain moisture, 

In determining when to trrigats, 
the appearance of the plant js often 
the deciding factor. This is not 
always reliable as irrigation should 
begin before the plant shows eigns 


of drought. Read ngs*from a moist- | 


ure meter on moisture block buried 
in the so!l is ancther methed, as is 
the use of a rain gauge and keeping 
a soil moisture budg t. 

Since too much wats r will tend to 
lower leaf gradis and reduce the 
yield, over--ivat‘on is unwise and 


expensive not only from the stand- | 


point of applying the extra water, 
but also from the decrease in returns 
per ore. ‘#gric.

WHAT MAKES A 
GERIATRICIAN 


By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D., 
F.A.C.P. 

Dear Dr, Steincrohn: I have just 
celebrated my sixtieth birthday. 
Does that pul me in the geriatrics 
clats? By that I mean, should I 
now go to a doctor who specializes 
in geriatrics? Or ts the internist 
I've used for years all right? Some 
of us laymen are mixed up about 
the whole thing. We want to go 
—but don’t know where. Mr, M. 

ANSWER: Remember that she 
man {is but the extension of the 
boy. You don't become an entirely 
different person just because you 
have gotten older. 

Ordinarily, disease processes in 
the middle-aged and in the elder- 
ly, are treated the same. For ex- 
we treat pernicious anemla 
similarly. in young and old, Like- 
wise, the basic management of 
heart disease, arthritis, diabetes, 
and other chronic conditions in 
the young and old follows a like 
pattern. 

Shall you continue to use your 
present internist? Or family doc- 
tor? I should say yes—especially 
if he is interested in the treatment 
of the elderly, Dr. John H. Moyer, 
Professor and Chairman of the 
Department of Medicine at The 
Hahnemann Medical College puts 
it nicely when he says; “There 
are subtle problems peculiar to 
the aged. It is the internist who 
appraises and understands these 
subtleties who becomes the ex- 
pert in treating elderly patients. 

“Thus the therapist must under- 
stand the aging process as a na- 
tural sequence of events which 
follows in the wake of a more 
kinetic period in the life of man. 
The aging process jg not an event 
by crisis but rather it is a slow 
transition from the mature youth 
to the time-worn old man

DIABETES IN THE ELDERLY 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I am 46 
and have just been told that I 
have diabetes. For months I have 
been excessively thirsty, have had 
frequency of urination, and loss 
of weight in spite of a tremendous 
appetite. My doctor tells me that 
any one with similar symptoms 
should always be suspicious of hav- 
ing diabetes. IT am sorry that he 
Was right in my own case. 

The fact is that I'm really wor- 
ried about myself. I suppose that 
I must resign myself to only a 
few more years. How many people 
with diabetes discovered at my age 
ever get to be 70 or over?

ANSWER: There has been a 
continuing upward trend in longe- 
vity expectancy in diabetes. In a 
few years, the life expectancy of 
the diabetic should equal that of 
the general population, 

Will you ever reach 70, Mr. B, 
W. B.? You may be “alive and) 
kicking” at 80 or over. A recent 
report by Drs. H, F. Root and 
P. Barclay mentions a group of 
patients who had reacheq the age 
of 80 after having had diabetes 
for 35 to 46 years.

Editorial 
AS IT WAS IN THE BEGINNING.,.. 

When bloodless bullfights were first proposed for 
Lindsay we opposed them on the grounds that such a 
program of entertainment was alien to the cultural life 
of the country, We believe this is still true, even after 
haying witnessed the performance on Friday evening 
and Saturday afternoon. 

The so-called fights were not without their ridicul- 
ous and humorous aspects nor were they without some 
degree of cruelty to the bulls which were incited to at- 
tack in some instances and made their own overtures 
in others. 

At the close of the afternoon performance on 
Saturday the crowd attending was asked to indicate 
whether or not it would like to see the bloodless bull- 
fights return. It was apparent that many people in 
the audience felt they would, but... Time does pecul- 
iar things to people. Immediately following almost any 
performance which is entertaining to some degree (dis- 
regarding its cruel aspects or cultural value) it is not 
a-difficult thing to get a crowd of people to indicate 
they would patronize a similar show later on. There is 
no money involved and who’s going to be a piker when 
all that is expected of him is to wave his arms and 
shout “yes!”? The response might not be so spontan- 

- eous if a little “cash on the barrelhead” were needed to 
take the show’s sponsors feel a trifle more secure in 
Planning a return engagement. 

The bloodless bullfights haye come to Lindsay, a 
lot of people saw them and many persons have definite 
and varied reactions to what they saw. We saw en- 
ough to convince us that bloodJess bullfighting is a good 
deal like wrestling... there are lots of corners to retreat 
to and skilled performers can put on a convincing show, 
even chill the audience to a fair degree, but ultimately 
the spectator would tend to become very bored with the 
whole thing. The main difference between the com- 
parative forms of entertainment (?) lies in the fact that 
with wrestling a winner is decided, in. bloodless bull- 
fighting no one wins .. . a frustrating climax which few 
people could tolerate for long, thus dooming the enter- 
tainment to a short though controversial life. It re- 
mains to be seen whether or not Lindsay has been af- 
fected one way or another by -the fact that bloodless 
bullfights in Canada were first staged in Lindsay. For 
the moment the town looks pretty natural, a condition 
which hasn't altered to any extent all summer long.

uction, preparation, or handling of 
food stuffs. The examination would 
be free and advantage should be tak- 
en of the opportunity. His Worship 
Mayor Burrows .xpressed the op- 
inion that the chest examination 
was a most important matter and 
urged that the opportunity be tak- 
en full advantage of. 

It was pointed out by a spokes- 
man for the local Board that there 
is no desire on the part of the 
Board to {0 compel an examination 
at this time, but that it is quite 
possible regulations will be intro- 
duced to make it compulsory. At 
the moment only voluntary co-op- 
eration is solicited, he declared... 

) Dr. Crowe advised that children 
under twelve years of age would 
not be examined at the Mass 
Clinic unless a note of a physician 
is presented. In the case of teen- 
agers, the M.O.H. suggested that 
a skin test fof Tuberculosis should 
be followed by a chest examination 
for all those whose skin test showrd 
positive.

CLINICS FOR RABIES 

Nature has completely fooled man this time, We 
refer to the fact that a complacent belief held in some 
quarters that the outbreak of rabies would follow a giv- 
en pattern and subside with the warm weather of sum- 
mer, has fallen on hard times .. . Rabies apparently has 
increased in prevalence throughout the summer months 
until now it is of serious concern to many rural and 
urban residents, 

If there is anything to be learned from the exper- 
ience (agricultural officials have now embarked on 
arranging new rabies clinics in an effort to combat the 
further spread of the disease among domestic pets) 
it is probably that nature doesn’t conform to a pattern, 
even though there has been an apparent trend toward 
conformity in the past. 

In the meantime vigilance on the part of area resi- 
dents in detecting animals which are suspected of be- 
ing rabid and having them either examined or destroyed 
or both, is apparently about all the most well informed 
on the subject can advise. 

By way of reassurance but by no means an invita- 
tion to indifference, it has been disclosed that more 
tolerable methods of treating humans suspected of hay- 


ing been exposed to rabies are now available... 
Chances of untoward consequences decrease with 


promptness in seeking treatment, doctors report and 
for the very prompt, the way ahead is virtually uncloud- 
ed. 


LINDSAY . FIRST, LAST AND ALWAYS 

It has been brought to our attention that there 
are forces at work which would like to see Lindsay out 
of the news .... an impossible ambition, of course 
but one which nevertheless should be kept under ob- 
bervation. 

One special objection which is being voiced has 
to do with news developments in the Lindsay area, It 
has been observed that there is a tendency to say that 
those things happening hereabouts occurred at a point 
so many miles from Peterborough. This could be a 
deliberate attempt to make it appear that Lindsay is 
not the nearest main centre of trade and should be dis- 
couraged by several journalists living here or making 
their livelihood out of developments occurring in the 
vicinity of Lindsay. 

It has been observed that those communities grow 
fastest whose inhabitants talk them up at every oppor- 
tunity so in and out of Lindsay loyal Lindsay resi- 
dents could render the town no greater service than to 
guard the interests of Lindsay first, last and always. 


THE CLEAN AND THE UNCLEAN 


This has been a remarkable age in many respects . . 
We have seen the development of the atomic and the 
hydrogen bombs, to mention but two of the era’s more 
explosive achievements, both utilizing forces with vast 
and as yet, not fully explored potentials for good and 
evil, 


Last night on the television program “Close-up” 
there was a brief discussion between clergymen on the 
merits or otherwise, of further developing the evil 
side of these forces from the “unclean” to the “clean” 
stage so that if the time comes when a few people con- 
clude the moment has arrived to stop talking and settle 
international (individual?) differences with a violent 
battle of bombs, those of us who are unfortunate 
enough to be the pawn in their little game may die 
cleanly. e 

What manner of apathy do such discussions indi- 
eate? Is it tenable that men in any walk of life tan al- 
low themselves to even think in terms of assenting to 
the further development of world-menacing forces on 
any basis? 

Man has always been confronted with two choic- 
es: to do right or to do wrong and, this being the case, 
there appears to be only one point to be decided where 
the development of lethal weapons is concerned . . . 
“Is it right?” or, “Is it wrong?” There can be no 
question of cleanliness or uncleanliness in forces of 
destruction insofar as their use by man against man is 
under consideration. 

Men of genuine goodwill should have no trouble 
determining the only course open to them—to resol- 
utely oppose that which is wrong! And who will deny 
that a tolerant attitude toward the continuing develop- 
ment of fiendish weapons, capable of killing and maim- 
ing thousands of innocent people, is fundamentally 
wrong and thus contrary to that which contributes to 
the well-being of mankind?

Every 
moment we were there, we were very 
conscious of finally being in Paris—

was falling oyer the city. One by 
one the lights came on.
